New York, June 24. — A special dis 
patch to (he Herald f rom Berlin the 23d, 
says a serious complication has arisen 
between Germany aud England. Severe 
dispatches are passing between Bismarck 
and Granville. 

The Government observes impenetra 
ble silence on the subject of the present 
difficulty, but I am informed Bismarck 
has addressed a note to the German rep- 
resentative in Loudon, informing him 
that tip Imperial Government decided to 
acquire Heligoland, aud empowering 
him to make a proposition ty the Briti.-h 
Government for the purchase of the 
island. 

Earl Granville replied in the same 
manner, baying that England will uot 
part with Heligoland, aud the British 
Government could eutertain uo propo 
sitious lookine to a cession of that island, 
upon which Bismarck has again address 
ed the British Government tbroutrb 
Couut Berustorff, declaring the acquisi 
tion of Heligoland necessary for the 
protection of the Gertnnu coast, reciting 
as an instance its facilities for coaling 
nnd immtiuity from attack which the 
French fleet enjoyed at Heligoland, by 
which it was enabled to blockade Ham 
burg and paralyze the commerce of the 
German coast. He looked upon Heligo- 
land, on account of its g£ se proximity, 
as German territory, and its. possession 
by any foroiau power as a .standing me 
nace to Germany. 

Earl Granville agaiu replies that Eng- 
land was only bound to consider ber own 
interests.
